— The President is pleased to award 
the President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for 
gallantry to the undermentioned Officer of the late 
Vlndhya Pradesh State Police: — 

Name of the. Officer and rank . — Shri Hardeo Singh, 
Platoon Commander, S.A.F., Vindhya Pradesh, 


*ZTJ lly r:? heTe I haU be a flxed establishment for the 
award of the medal to each service which shall be 
determined by the Government from time to time. 
Vacancies in the establishment shall be filled on the 
death, discharge, reduction in rank or promotion to a 
Commissioned rank of a recipient or on forfeiture of 
the medax. 


Sixthly, It. shall be competent for the Government 
to fiame such instructions as may be necessary to carry 
out the purposes of these ordinances. 


Statement of services for which the deco ration has 
been awarded . — On the morning of the 11th July 1956, 
Platoon Commander Hardeo Singh was sent out with 
a section consisting of 1 Head Constable and 11 
Constables to patrol the dense Jungle hideouts of 
dacoits operating in Vindhya Pradesh and the 
neighbouring States. While marching along the bank 
of the Sindn river he noticed two armed persons at 
Bisore Ghat. On challenging them he was fired upon 
by one of them. He returned the fire and shot down 
one of the desperadoes, while his' section shot down 
the other, Within a few minutes the Platoon Com- 
mander and his party found themselves encircled by 
a gang of about 40 armed dacoits who had emerged 
from the jungle. Shri Hardeo Singh ordered his men 
to positions of cover and directed their fire on the 
advancing dacoits. He shot down two of them. His 
calling out of orders deceived the dacoits into believing 
that mere were other forces on the flanks; they 
wavered in their attack and were driven back. 

In this encounter which lasted for about two hours, 
one Constable was killed but four dacoits had been 
shot down. Platoon Commander Hardeo Singh dis- 
played outstanding courage, presence of mind and 
leadership of a high order. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the President's 
Police and Fire Services Medal and consequently 
carries with it the special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police 
as provided in rule (5). 

No. 19-Fres. / 57. — The President is pleased to 
institute a medal for meritorious service in the Armed 
Forces and, in this behalf, to make, ordain and estab- 
lish the following ordinances which shall be deemed 
to have effect from the twenty-fifth day of March in 
the year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Fifty-Three, 
in the fourth year of the Republic of India: — 

Firstly — The Medal shall be styled and designated 
the “MERITORIOUS SERVICE MEDAL”. 

Secondly . — The medal shall be circular in shape, 
1.42 inches In diameter and made of standard silver. 
It shall have embossed on the obverse the State 
Emblem seven-eighth inches in height with the motto 
<e RUUTT jfg'd ” and decorative lotus buds along 

the periphery. On the reverse it shall have the inscrip- 
tions “FOR MERITORIOUS SERVICE” and RYl/.'fRTTTT 

fHT "within a lotus wreath. • The medal shall have 
a scroll pattern swivel fitting one and five-sixteenth 
inches in width for the riband. A sealed pattern of 
the medal shall be deposited and kept. 

Thirdly . — The medal shall be suspended from the left 
breast by a riband of brown silk, one and a quarter 
Inches in width, edged with white and divided equally 
by three narrow vertical strips each one-sixteenth of 
an Inch In dark blue, red and light blue, in that order: 
the light blue stripe being nearest to the left shoulder, 

Fourthly , — The medal shall be awarded annually by 
the respective Chiefs of Staff to selected individuals 
from the following categories of personnel who have a 
minimum of 18 years’ service distinguished by highly 
good conduct : — 

In the Army to Havildars and Dafadars. 

In the Navy to Chief Petty Officers, Petty Officers 
and, their equivalents in other Branches; and 

In the Air Force to Warrant Officers, Flight Ser- 
geants and Sergeants, 

For the purpose of the award only such service as 
counts for pension and gratuity shall be taken in o 
consideration. 


No. 20-Pres./57. — The President is pleased to 1ns- 
tltute a medal for long service and good conduct In the 
Armed Forces and, in this behalf, to make, ordain and 
establish the following ordinances which shall be 
deemed to have effect from the twentv-flfth day of 
March in the year One Thousand Nine Hundred and 
Fifty-Three, In the fourth year of the Republic of 
India : — 

Firstly . — The medal shall be styled and designated 
the “LONG SERVICE AND GOOD CONDUCT 
MEDAL”. 

Secondly . — The medal shall be circular in shape, 1.42 
inches in dlamter and made of standard silver. It 
shall have embossed on the obverse the State Emblem 
seven-eighth inches in height with the motto 

' 3 PPT and decorative lotus buds along the periphery. 
On the reverse it shall have the inscriptions “FOR 
LONG SERVICE AND GOOD CONDUCT” and “ 

UTT mV dUqurr sj? f<UT ” within a lotus wreath. The 
medal shall have a scroll pattern swivel fitting one and 
flve-sixieenih Inches in width for the riband. A sealed 
pattern of the medal shall be deposited and kept. 

Thirdly . — The medal shall be suspended from the 
left breast by a riband of silk one and a quarter inches 
in width. Five-eighths of an Inch of the centre of the 
riband shall be hrown, edged with vertical stripes of 
light blue, dark blue and red each one-sixteenth of an 
Inch In width and broader white stripes of twice that 
width cn the outer edges. 

Fourthly .—-' The medal shall be awarded annually by 
the respective Chiefs of Staff to such selected indivi- 
duals from the following categories of personnel as 
may have rendered a minimum of 18 years’ combatant 
or non-combatant service in the Army or In the Air 
Force or a minimum of 15 years' service in the Navy, 
distinguished throughout by highly good conduct: — 

In the Army to non-commissioned officers and 
other ranks below the rank of Dafadar/ 
Havildar, including enrolled non-combatants; 

In the Navy to Continuous Service Ratings of the 
rank of Petty Officer and below, excluding 
ordinary seamen and their equivalent in 
other branches; and 

In the Air Force, to Corporals and Aircraftsmen, 
For the purpose of the award, only such 
service as counts for pension and gratuity 
shall be taken into consideration. 

Fifthly.— The total number of awards to be made in 
each Service shall be fixed by the Government from 
lime to time. 

Sixthly.—- -It shall be competent for the Government to 
frame such instructions as may be necessary to carry 
out the purposes of these ordinances.

No. 2/PLI/57. — The President hereby directs that 
the following further amendments shall be made in 
the Rules relating to Postal Life Insurance and Endow- 
ment Assurance namely : — 

In the said Rules, for rule 9 and notes there under 
the following shall be substituted; namely: — 

9. Assignments and Nominations. — (1) In register- 
ing any assignment, nomination or appointment, of any 
person to receive the money secured by the policy in 
the event of the insurant’s death during the minority 
of the nominee, the Post Office Insurance Fund assu- 
mes no Tesponsibility whatsoever as to the validity 
thereof. 

(2) While the Fund does not prescribe any particu- 
lar forms for assignment or nomination, or for the 
notice thereof, specimens of the forms that may be 
used can be had from the Post Master-General on 
application. 


(3) Assignment . — (a) Policies may be assigned by 
the policy-holder, either: — 

(il for valuable consideration; or 

(il) by way of gift. 

(b) The assignment may be made either by an 
endorsement on the reverse of the policy itself or by 
a separate deed. The assignment must be dated and 
signed by the assignor in the presence of a witness 
and a notice in writing of the same must be given to 
the Postmaster-General. An assignment, otherwise 
complete, will be Inoperative against the Fund unless 
due notice of the assignment has been delivered to the 
Postmaster-General. The notice of assignment must be 
accompanied by the policy duly endorsed or, where the 
assignment has been effected by a separate deed, by 
the deed of assignment or a copy thereof duly certi- 
fied to be correct by both the assignor and the assig- 
nee or their duly authorised agents. The priority of 
claims under a policy will be governed by the dates 
on which the notices of the assignments have been re- 
ceived by the Postmaster-General at his office. 
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(c) After the assignment of a policy Is once effected, 
the policy cannot be dealt with any further by the 
assignor and the only person competent to deal with 
it will be the assignee. Xn order to enable the policy- 
holder to deal with the policy again he should have 
a re-assignment in writing in his own favour execut- 
ed by the assignee, attested by one or more witnesses, 
and registered in the records of the Postmaster- 
General 

(d) A fee of one rupee is charged for registering 
an assignment and furnishing a written acknowledg- 
ment thereof except where the assignment is made in 
favour of (i) the' husband, wife, or child of the policy- 
holder, or (ii) a recognised Provident Fund for pay- 
ment of premia under Ithe policy. 

(4). Nomination. — (a) A policy-holder is advised to 
nominate a person to whom the sum assured shall 
become payable in the event of his death so as to 
save his legal heirs the trouble and expense of obtain- 
ing legal title to the slims payable under the policy. 

(b) The holder of a policy of life assurance on his 
own life may, when effecting the policy or at any 
time before the policy matures for payment, nominate 
the person or persons to whom tho money secured by 
by the policy is desired to be paid in the event of 
his death. 

(c) Where the proposer gives the name of tho in- 
tended nominee ronomlnees in the proposal form it- 
self, the Fund will incorporate the name of such no- 
minee or nominees in the text of the policy. A nomina- 
tion, if not incorporated In the text of 
the policy, can be made only by an en- 
dorsement on the policy). In order to be effective, such 
endorsement must be communicated to the Postmaster- 
General for being recorded in his books. A nomi- 
nation may, at any time before the policy matures for 
payment, be cancelled nr changed by the assured by 
an endorsement or a further endorsement or a will, 
as the case may be, but the Fund will not be liable 
for any payment under the policy made bona-fide by 
it to a nominee mentioned In the text of the policy or 
to the one nominated by an endorsement on the 
policy and registered lif the records of the Fund un- 
less notice in writing pf any such cancellation or 
change has been Deceived by the Postmaster-General 
prior to such payment. A fee of one rupee is charged 
for registering The cancellation or change in the nomi- 
nation. 


(d) A transfer or assignment of a policy made in 
accordance with the provisions of section 38 of the 
Insurance Act, 1938 (4 of 1938) shall automatically 
cancel a nomination, provided that the assignment of 
a policy to the insurer who bears the risk on the policy 
at the time of the assignment, in consideration of a 
loan granted by that Insurer on the security of the 
policy within Its surrender value, or its re-asslgnment 
py the insuTer on repayment of the loan shall not 
have the effect of cancelling a nomination, but shall 
affect the rights of the nominee only to the extent of 
Iho Insurer's interest in the policy. 

(e) Where the policy matures for payment during 
the life time of the person whose life is insured or 
Where the nominee or, If there are more nominees 
than one, all the nominees die before the policy 
matures for payment, the amount secured by the policy 
Shall be payable to the policy-holder or his heirs or 
legal representatives ofi the holder of a succession 
Certificate, as the case may be. 

(f) Where the nominee or, if there are more nomi- 
nees than one, a nominee or nominees survive the per- 
son whose life is Insured, the amount secured by the 
policy shall be payable to such survivor o'r survivors. 

(g) Minor Nominee. — The holder of a policy of life 
Insurance may, in any case where the nominee is a 
minor, appoint any person to receive the money se- 
cured by the policy in the event of his death during 
the minority of the nominee and communicate such 
appointment to the Fund by forwarding the docu- 
ments relating to such appointment to the Postmaster- 
General. The consent of the appointee should be ob- 
tained at the same time as the appointment is made. 

(h) Nominations as above are not permissible in 
the case of policy effected by any married man on his 
own life and expressed on the face of it to be for the 
benefit of his wife, or of his wife and children, or any 
of them; in such a case the policy ensures and is 
deemed to be a trust for the benefit of the Insurant’s 
wife or for the benefit of his wife and children or any 
Of them according to the interest so expressed (vide 
section 0 of the Married Women’s Property Act, 1874): 


Provided that the said section G shall be deemed not 
to apply or not to have applied to a policy where the 
domination made at any time in favour of the insur- 
ant’s wife or the insurant’s wife and children or any 
of them is expressed, whether or not on the face of 
the policy, as being made under section 39 of the 
Insurance Act, 1938. 
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Note. 1. — Assignment of policies made in compliance 
with rcie 21 (vin) (a) of tho G.P. Fund Rules, which, 
in essence, is an assignment for valuable considera- 
tion, should also be registered in the office of the 
Postmaster-General under this rule. 

Note 2. — Assignment of policy as a whole may be 
made either in favour of one person or jointly in 
favour of two or more persons, 

Note 3. — In the case of an absolute assignment, all 
rights of the assured are vested in the assignee by an 
assignment and the assignee may therefore bo entitled 
to claim the surrender value of the policy under rule 
34 without the consent of assured.

— A large number of bridges 
Including their protection works were designed and 
constructed in this country in the latter half of the 
last century on the basis of technical knowledge and 
with the data then available. Hydraulic Science and 
technical knowledge in this sphere have since ad- 
vanced considerably and further data has become 
available. It would, therefore, be profitable at this 
stage to review the designs of bridges in the light of 
the latest knowledge and experience gained and to Indi- 
cate the standards which should generally guide the de- 
sign of now bridges in future. With this object in view, 
it has been decided to set up a committee of engineers 
to investigate and review the methods of estimating the 
maximum flood discharge from catchment areas in order 
to determine the waterway etc., and other connected 
works required in connection with the design of 
bridges, 

2. The Committee will consist of:— 

(i) Shri A. N. Khosla, Vice Chancellor, Roorkee 
University. . . . Chairman 

(Ii) Major-General R. E. Aserappa, Engineer-in- 
Chief, Ministry of Defence. . . Member

3, The Chairman and the Members of the Committee 
will do this work in addition to their existing duties.
